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Engines # 9& 12 

If you will close at the picture you will see 
the Number 9 front and center on the boiler. 
This engine and #12 were built special at the 
Henry Vogt Steam Boiler Company in 
Louisville, KY. (The company also built the 
famous civil war engine “General”). Numbers 9 
& 12 were built about 1905/6 for a Colorado 
Mining Co. to haul ore up and down the 
mountains in Colorado from the mines to the 
smelter. Unfortunately the mine gave out and 
the equipment was put up at auction. Cap Gates 
the general manager of the Crossett Lumber 
Company (the #1 horse in the one horse town) 
was from Colorado, a mining engineer who had 
lost one eye in a mining accident. He kept in 
touch with the mining industry in Colorado. 

Cap Gates sent the assistant manager for the 
forestry, Levi Wilcoxon and assistant manager 
for the finance, Adam Trieschman to the auction 
with an authorization to buy the engines. 

You will note each engine would pull 100 
cars of the virgin short leaf pine logs from the 
camps where they were cut to the log pond 
between Number 1 & number 2 sawmills in 
Crossett. The logs were unloaded at the log 
pond on a tilted track that allowed the logs to 
roll off the cars into the pond. 

The two trains ran into the woods on one day 
empty and one into the mill the same day with 
100 cars of logs. 

According to R.L. Barker, resident of 
Crossett Camp, one train #12 went back & forth 
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to the Crossett Camp each day. Geraldine Finch, 
also a former resident of the Crossett Camp, 
says that the Crossett Camp was about 13 miles 
out on Camp Road. Mr. Barker says that #9 
engine went back and forth to the #1 camp at 
Prairie Dubuque, starting at Main St. south to 
Beekman LA 24 miles. The camp was part of 
what is now upper Ouachita National Wildlife 
refuge. 

The engineer of # 9 was Uncle Jim Johnson 
who was grandfather of Harold Dean Stratton, 
(called Son Johnson, because he lived with his 
grandparents) one of two world renown artists 
from Crossett who began their career at Crossett 
High School. The other is Paul Maxwell. 

The engineer of #12 was Bill Easterling, son 
of “Dad” Easterling, track foreman for the 
Crossett Lumber Company and father to Byron 
Easterling. The brakemen for the #12 engine 
John Ball and L. Watt. The brakemen for #9 
engine have not been identified.

26 Tips to Get You Started! 
#1. Talk to your parents, 
A. find out where they grew up, (town, county, state) 
B. birth & death dates of both their mother and father 


C. Your parents marriage date and location of 
marriage (might see if they have a copy) 


D. Ask them about where their parents or 


grandparents are buried (locations, cemeteries name, 
county, state) 


E. Ask if there are any of your Aunt, Uncles or other 
relatives have previously done any genealogy 
Tesearch. 


F. Find out who is their oldest living relatives (then 
make plans to visit them and record your 
conversation with them) 


1. Ask questions about what they know about 
the family 

2. Ask where relatives are buried 

3. Ask if they know any dates for birth, death, 

marriage 

Ask if they know any stories about the family 

Ask if they know any other living relatives 

(visit them and do the same thing with them)

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G. Search the internet for the surnames that you 
have found (mothers maiden name, grandmothers 
maiden name, etc) This will possibly find others doing 
research on the same lines of genealogy you are 
wanting. 


H. Your local library should be able to point you in the 
right direction to research areas that you have found 
from your interviews and census records. 


|. U.S. Government Federal records center have all 
census records from 1790-1920 These can be 
searched for grandparents and great grandparents. 
(Also SS records exist after 1935 that can be sent 
for) Also several local libraries have these microfilms. 


J. Find if any of your relatives were in any wars, a lot 
of information is avialable at the Federal Government 
level (National Archives) to send for their records for 

a smail charge. 


K. Visit cemeteries that your relatives are buried, 
some good information is sometimes on the 
gravestones (birth, death) 


L. Visit the Everton Genealogy Web page and signup 
for a subscription to the Genealogical Helper 
magazine (You can submit quieries and search for 
others doing the same) Sometimes your local library 
will have copies of this book the you can look at if you 
can't afford to get the subscription. 


M. Send for copies of Birth, death, and marriage 
records for those relatives you know or find (They 
usually have names of mother and father, etc) 


N. Gather pictures of older realtives while making 
your visits. (If distance prevents the visit write letters 
or call, remember record them) 


O. Visit your local LDS church, most have a library 
that you can send to Salt Lake and have microfilm 
sent back to the church for you to view. These 
records are extensive and probably the best 
available. 
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P. Take a course in searching your reaitives from 
your local library or historical society (usually every 
state or county has one) 


Q. You can hire a professional genealogist, before 
doing this make sure that you have good references 
from others that are familiar with this persons work. (| 
have done this when searching in an area that ! am 
not familiar with and know that the researcher can 
gain access to records that | would spend many 
hours looking for) 


R. Join your local Genealogy or Historical Society, 
State Societies can also be a lot of help in your 
research. 


S. Visit the internet GenWeb Project for your area. 
You can search the internet for their web sites, 
usually have good hints for searching in that area. 


T. Visit Used books stores looking for genealogical 
books, you will be surprised to find some great older 
books that have "how to" information in them. 


U. YOU need to dedicate yourself to doing this. That 
means spend the time do all the steps and you will 
start gathering information. 


V. Save the information in an orderly way as to 
preserve the information you have gathered (future 
generations will appreciate it and you will to when 
searching for information quickley) | use plastic sheet 
protectors on all of my documents (keeping dirty 
fingers off of them) 


W. Search the internet phone directories and email 
directories, drop these folk a note asking about your 
family with direct, not general questions. You will be 
surprised by recieving good area to search or names 
of others doing research. 


X. Take a camera with you and take pictures of those 
pictures that others won't let you have. Even if you 
just want te run down the street to have a copy made 
most people will NOT let you leave with their origina! 
pictures. (Don't be uspet about this, just think if it was 
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some stranger coming ot your door wanting to 
"borrow" your treasured pictures for a few minutes. 
Would you??) 


Y. Let the other members of your family know that 
you are doing genealogy research on your family and 
ask for any old pictures they have, here again you 
may be stuck with taking a picture of their picture for 
reasons mentioned above. 


Z. Be considerate of others and their privacy, record 
and views. You are asking for help treat them with all 
the respect that you would also want. You will find 
some have information, but are unwilling to share it 
with you. Try to find out why there is this feeling and 
do your best to set their minds at rest. 


| hope that these 26 tips help you, | would be very 
interested if you think that these tips are of value to 
you.

Locate one person along the top row, according to his 
relationship to the Original Ancestors (O). Locate the 
other person along the left hand column, according to 
his relationship to the same Original Ancestors and 
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where the two lines cross indicates the relationship of 
the two people to each other. If needed, the pattern can 
easily be extended. 


If you and I have the same Parents (P), then we are 
Siblings (S). 


If my Grandparents (GP) are also your Grandparents 
(GP), then you and I are first cousins (1C). 


My Great Grand Mother's brother is my Great Grand 
Uncle, so I'm his GGN, because our Original Ancestors 
are their Parents (P), and are also my Great Great Grand 
Parents (GGGP). 


In reverse, if someone is your third cousin (3C), it 
means that you both share the same great-great- 
grandparents (3GP). 


Be sure to use the nearest Original Ancestors that you 
share or you can come up with such ridiculous things as: 
Since my Grandparents are my son's Great- 
Grandparents, therefore my Son is my first cousin, once 
removed (1C1R). Whoa...! 


Kith and Kin 
HALF -"Half" means you share only one parent. 
Example: half-brothers may have the same father but 
different mothers, etc. 


STEP - Not blood kin, but a close legal relationship due 
to re-marriage of a parent, such as step-mother, step- 
brother, step-son, etc. 


DOUBLE FIRST COUSINS - Are first cousins twice, 
once on their Father's side and once on their Mother's 
side, since their Father's sibling married their Mother's 


sibling. 
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IN-LAW - They are not really blood kin but are treated 
as such because they married blood kin. 

Example: Your Mother-in-law is not really your Mother 
but is treated as such because you married her 
daughter/son. 

Also your brother-in-law is your brother because your 
parents are also his parents "in-law" (Mother-in-law, 
Father-in-law). 


KITH and KIN - "Kith" are friends and acquaintances 
whereas "Kin" are blood relatives or someone treated as 
such in-law. 


ANOTHER METHOD - The number of "G"s you 
share is the number of cousins you are. The difference in 
"G"s is the number "Removed". Example: Two people 
who have the same great-grand-parents (2G) are second 
cousins (2C). If the great-grand-parents (2G) of one 
person are the great-great-grand-parents (3G) of the 
other person, then those two people are second cousins, 
once removed (2C1R). They share 2G with a difference 
of 1G (3-2=1). Compare the chart. 
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Arkansas History Timeline 
important Dates, Events, and Milestones

16th Century 


1541 - June 18 - Hernando de Soto of Spain was the first European 
to explore Arkansas. 


17th Century 


1673 - July - French explorers Louis Jolliet and Father Jacques 
Marquette descend the Mississippi to the mouth of the Arkansas 
River. Warned by the Quapaw (Arkansas) Indians of hostile tribes 
farther south they turn back. 

1682 - Mar 13 - Rene-Robert Cavelier, Sieur de La Salle, reaches 
the Arkansas on his way to the mouth of the Mississippi. He visits a 
Quapaw village and claims the land in the name of King Louis XIV. 
1686 - Henri de Tonti founded Arkansas Post, the first settlement in 
the lower Mississippi River Valley. It served as a trading post, a way- 
station for Mississippi River travel, and the home of a Jesuit mission 
for a few years. 


18th Century 


1721 - A group of 1,300 half-starved colonists - whites and black 
slaves - abandons Arkansas Post after John Law's scheme to 
develop the Mississippi Valley collapses. 

1762 - France cedes the Louisiana Territory, including Arkansas, to 
Spain, but French soldiers continue to man Arkansas Post. 


19th Century 


1803 - The United States purchases the Louisiana Territory from 
France, which had retaken it from Spain as part of the Treaty of San 
Ildefonso. 
1818 - The Quapaw cede their lands between the Red and 
Arkansas rivers. 
1819 - March 2 - Arkansas, which has been part of Missouri 
Territory since 1812, is detached and made a territory. November 
20: Arkansas Gazette, the first newspaper in Arkansas, published. 
1821 - October 25 - The capital moves from Arkansas Post to Little 
Rock. 
1822 - March 16 - The Fagje, first steamboat to ascend the 
Arkansas River, arrives at Little Rock. 
1830 - May 28 - Congress establishes the boundary separating 
Arkansas from Indian Territory to the west. 
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1832-1839 - Removal of the "Five Civilized Tribes" of Indians from 
the Southeast through Arkansas to Indian Territory. 

1836 - June 15 - Arkansas became the 25th state on June 15, 
1836, with Littie Rock as its capital. 

1846 - Disillusioned by the collapse of two state-chartered banks, 
legislators ratify a constitutional amendment barring any banking 
institution from being established in the state. 

1858 - Edward Payson Washburn paints The Arkansas Traveler. 

1859 - February 12 - Signing of legislation ordering all free Negroes 

out of Arkansas by the end of the year. 

£860 - On the eve of the Civil War, Arkansas has a population of 

435,450, of whom 111,115 are black slaves and 11,481 are slave 

owners. 

1861 - 


e February - Provisional Confederate Constitution is adopted 
(Confederate Constitution Day). Arsenal at Little Rock, AR 
occupied by State Troops 

e May 6 - A convention votes to secede from the Union and 
join the Confederacy. The first of some 60,000 Arkansas 
residents join the confederate troops, but some 9,000 
whites and more than 5,000 blacks fight on the Union side 
during the war. 


1862 - 


* Mar 7-8 - Battle of Pea Ridge in northwest Arkansas. A 
Confederate advance north is rebuffed. 
e August 2 - Skirmish at Jonesboro, AR 


e July 25 - Skirmish at Brownsville, AR and Williamsburg, KY 
© September 10 - Federal troops occupy Little Rock. 


# A unionist convention abolishes slavery in Arkansas and 
adopts a new constitution for the state. 
e Skirmish at Benton, AR and Pleasant Hill, MO 


1866 - August - Ex-Confederates sweep control of the legislature 
and pass laws denying blacks the right to sit on juries, serve in the 
militia, or attend white public schools. 

1867 - March 2 - Congress passes the Reconstruction Act, which 
voids the government of Arkansas and nine other southern states. 
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1868 - March 13 - A new constitution adopted by referendum 
enfranchises Negroes and disenfranchises ex-Confederate soidiers. 
June 22. Arkansas re-admitted to the Union. November. Governor 
Powell Clayton declares martial law in much of the state; a mostly 
black militia battles the Ku Klux Klan. 

1871 - Compietion of a railroad between Memphis and Little Rock. 
1872 - University of Arkansas opens in Fayetteville. 

1874 - 


e May 15 - Month-long "Brooks-Baxter War” between rival 
claimants to the governorship ends when President Ulysses 
S Grant orders the forces of the former to disperse. 

e October 13 - Ratification of a new constitution restoring the 
franchise to all whites and guaranteeing full civil rights for 
blacks ends the Reconstruction era.

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Some Notes on the History of 
WHITE, ARKANSAS

From these notes it is obvious that my historical resources are primarily related to 
logging, lumber and railroad activity. It is hoped that others will add other history to 
these notes to create a more complete history of the community of White, Arkansas. 


White is located immediately adjacent to the Arkansas-Louisiana state line a few miles 
south of Crossett in Ashley County, Arkansas. It was and sometimes still is referred to 
as White Station, reflecting its railroad origin. 


1, 





White was the northern terminus of the New Orleans and Northwestern Railroad 
Company. The NO&NW was organized November 8, 1902 to take title to the 
property of the New Orleans and Northwestern Railway Company between Vidalia, 
La., and the Arkansas state line, a distance of 128.36 miles. Vidalia, La, is located 
across the Mississippi River from Natchez, Miss. NO&NW trains were ferried across 
the river to Natchez by the Natchez & Southern Railroad. 


By March 12, 1901, the NO&NW had completed its line from Vidalia to Bastrop and 
by October 22, 1902 it was open to White. 


The El Dorado and Bastrop Railway was chartered February 17, 1902 to build and 
operate a line between El Dorado, Ark., and the Louisiana state line. On March L 
1904, this road was opened from El Dorado to White, its southern terminus. 


The NO&NW and the E&B connected at White to create a through route from 
Natchez to El Dorado. Both roads were controlled by the St. Louis Iron Mountain 
and Southern Railroad that later became Missouri Pacific. With the opening of the 
E&B in 1904 through train service was provided from Natchez to El Dorado through 
White. 


By 1907 the Gulledge Brothers Lumber Company was operating a sawmill at White 
with a daily capacity of 30,000 board feet of lumber. The company also owned a 
logging railroad that extended six miles eastward along the state line, The logging 
railroad was equipped with one locomotive and ten cars, presumably flat cars for 
hauling logs to the sawmill. Gulledge was looking for four more log cars in 1907. A 
telephone system with one instrument extended the six miles of the logging railroad. 
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6. By 1910 the daily capacity of the Gulledge sawmill had increased to 40,000 board 
feet. The logging railroad had lengthened to 10 miles with thirteen cars and one 
Decker log loader. The telephone system had increased to three instruments for the 
ten miles. The company had a commissary store at White and an electric power 
plant with 50 incandescent lights of 16 candlepower,

By 1912 the Gulledge Lumber Company had increased its daily capacity to 44,000 
board feet. Its logging railroad extended 16 miles to the east from White crossing the 
line of the Arkansas Louisiana & Gulf Railroad at Rawls, Ark., about eight miles east 
on the Lousiana-Arkansas state line and continuing about eight miles further east 
into the woods. 


8. About 1915 Gulledge's logging railroad still crossed the line of the AL&G. 


The Arkansas Louisiana & Gulf Railroad extended from Monroe, La., to Crossett. It later became 
the Arkansas & Louisiana Midland, then the Arkansas & Louisiana Missouri Railway. The line 
1s still in operation and owned by the Arkansas Louisiana & Mississippi Railroad Company. 


It is assumed that the Gulledge Lumber Company went out of business at White in the 1920s, 


The Crossett Lumber Company began construction on its new mill and town of Crossett in 1899, 
In 1905 it formed the Crossett Railway Company, which took over the lumber company's logging 
railroad from Crossett northward toward Longview, The logging railroad and Crossett Railway 
hauled logs from the woods to the mill. In 1912, the Crossett Railway was reorganized as the 
Crossett, Monticello & Northern Railway with the stated purpose of extending the road to 
Monticello, Ark., and becoming a common carrier line haul railroad. 


By this time the Crossett Lumber Company had begun extending its logging railroad line south 
from Cremer Junction, just south of Crossett, to White. 


9. A map and schedule dated June 10, 1912 indicates that the southern terminus of the 
CM&N, still under construction, was expected to be White. 


On August 23, 1912, before the track from Cremer to White Station was completed, the CM&N 
was sold to the AD@N which ended the line at Cremer. The Crossett Lumber Company retained 
the line from Cremer to White Station. Later the track from Cremer to Crossett also reverted to 
the Crossett Lumber company. 


10. By 1915 the NO& NW and E&B lines, extending from Natchez to El Dorado through 
White Station, Arkansas, had been absorbed by the St. Louis Iron Mountain & 
Southern which was part of the Missouri Pacific. 


11, In 1916, long before the advent of good roads and the universal availability of 
automobiles, Crossett residents could go to White Station and take passenger trains 
north through El Dorado to Little Rock, Memphis, St. Louis and beyond, 
Southbound, the passenger trains ran from White to Natchez with connections tc 
New Orleans and the southeast. This was an important service for many travelers 
to and from Crossett. 
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12. Missouri Pacific passenger trains through White Station continued in 1929. 


13. In 1939, the Missouri Pacific passenger trains still operated from White Station to E] 
Dorado, Little Rock and beyond. 


14. By 1954, Missouri Pacific train No. 32, the Sunshine Special, operated a sleeping car 
between El Dorado and St. Louis. The sleeper contained eight sections, one 
drawing room, and two compartments for the comfort of the travelers. 


15. According to the Missouri Pacific schedules of February 1, 1954, Crossett passengers 
could board the train at White Station at 4:29 p.m., switch to the sleeper leaving El 
Dorado on the Sunshine Special at 6:30 p.m., and arrive in St. Louis at 7:50 a.m., the 
next morning. A similar southbound schedule left St. Louis at 5:15 p.m., arriving at 
El Dorado on the sleeper at 8:45 a.m., and arriving at White Station at 10:21 a.m. 
Although this schedule doesn't indicate it, some local residents recall that the 
sleeper continued from El Dorado and Bastrop and could be boarded direct at White 


Station without having to change in El Dorado. 


Railroad passenger service on the Missouri Pacific through White Station was discontinued in 
the late 1950s. The Crossett Lumber Company line to Venice, about a mile west of White 
Station, was also discontinued about this time. All railroad service ended at White Station in 
1962 when the railroad was abandoned between Bastrop and Felsenthal, the line on which White 
Station was located, and the tracks removed. 


The removal of the tracks in 1962 ended a colorful chapter in the history of White, Arkansas, a 
place that was very busy with sawmill and railroad activity during the first half of the century. 
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Arkansas Newspaper Research Made Easv 


FAYETTEVILLE, Ark. - Researchers seeking 

newspaper articles about historic Arkansas events and 

people now have an easier task. Arkansas newspaper 
indexing has recently been added to Index Arkansas, an 
online database for publications dealing with Arkansas 
topics. Sponsored by the special collections department 
of the University of Arkansas Libraries, the index now 
contains nearly 30,000 citations from Arkansas 
statewide and regional newspapers, joining more than 
60,006 citations from other historical and biographical 
sources. 


Index Arkansas is an important resource for students and 
scholars, containing a total of 90,913 citations from 
Arkansas newspapers, periodicals and books. Tom W. 
Dillard, head of the special collections department, said, 
"The development of Index Arkansas is a transforming 
event in the study of our state. For so long researchers 
have labored without a good index to state literature, but 
now we have one. And, we fully expect to expand it 
substantially in the years to come." 


The newly available newspaper citations began as 
records kept in an old-fashioned card file of 40 drawers. 
The records were carefully computerized and are now 
easily searchable by author, title, keyword, and subject. 
Coverage is mostly from the early 1930s through 1985, 
with scattered entries from the 1830s through the 1920s. 


In development for many years, Index Arkansas was 
initiated by the late Georgia Clark and expanded by 
Elizabeth McKee and Andrea Cantrell of the University 
of Arkansas Libraries. Joan Watkins, current manager 
and senior editor of Index Arkansas, said, "I am 
profoundly grateful for what they have accomplished. It 
is rare to find such a level of dedication as shown by 
these individuals and the University Libraries.” 


Index Arkansas is unique. While other states and 
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universities have undertaken similar projects, Index 
Arkansas stands apart from them. because of the large 
number of publications covered and its availability 
online. In addition to newspapers, 43 Arkansas 

with historical and biographical content are indexed. 
Researchers might find citations to newspaper articles 
ranging from an 1838 article about a Washington 
County dinner honoring Judge Archibald Yell, to 
articles from the 1930s about drought in Arkansas 
during the dust bowl era, and articles concerning the 
Cuban refugee crisis at Fort Chaffee in the early 1980s. 


Dillard said, "Index Arkansas is a new bridge to our 
heritage. It will help Arkansans discover that, yes, we do 
have a heritage - and it is worth studying. I hope 
researchers will make great use of it." After finding 
citations to newspaper articles on their topics, 
researchers can obtain copies of the articles through 
their local library or its interlibrary loan service. Index 
Arkansas is available online at http://arkindex.uark.edu/. 
Use of the index is free of charge and available to 
everyone.
